Cold Weather 


The abnormally warm weather 
which has prevailed in this sec- 
tion all winter came to an abrupt 
end Monday night when a light 
rain was followed by a drop in 
temperature. The March lion ar- 
rived one day early and by Tues- 
day morning thermometers reg- 
istered 32 degrees and there was 
a little ice. However a strong 
breeze and cloudiness prevented 
frost and apparently no damage 
resulted. There is still time for 
cold weather, however, as is 
shown by last March’ record, 
which, according to J. D. Smith’s 
diary shows the following: 

March 2-3-4-5-6, rain every 
day. River high, flooding the low 
lands. March 13-14, heavy frost; 
March 28, Easter, cool; March 
29-30, light frost. Easter comes 
late this year, April 17, so ac- 
cording to popular belief, we 
may expect a cool spell at that 
time. So far this winter has been 
one of the warmest on record. 
The winter of 1930-31 was com- 
parable up to March 1, but Mar- 
ch was blustery and cold.

Resignation Ends 23 
Years As Head 
Of City Schools 


Elba and community school 
patrons and other citizens were 
startled last Friday when it was 
announced that Prof. James ©. 
Dixon had tendered his resig- 
nation to the Coffee County 
Board of Education as supervis- 
ory principal of Elba schools, ef- 
fective August 31st. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dixon came to 
Elba in August, 1926, from Elk- 
mont, Alabama, where he was 
connected with the Limestone 
County High School. At that 
time the Elba Elementary and 
High schools had an enrollment 
of about 325, with 125 in the 
High School. There were 13 tea- 
chers. This year the total enrotl— 
ment was 836 with 433 in High 
School and the faculty conststs: 
of 28 teachers. 

There were 17 graduates at 
the end of Professor Dixon’s first 
year. The 1948 graduating class- 
numbered 75, highest on record. 
Altogether 773 pupils have grad— 
uated under his regime, among: 
whom are Governor James E- 
Folsom, Phillip Hamm, head of 
the State Revenue Department, 
and Fleetwood Carnley, head of 
the State Department of Indus— 
trial Relations. Bill Drinkard,. 
| head of the state finance depart— 
ment, attended Elba High schwol 
under Professor Dixon.
